The presence of 
Dunning and Malcolm, of whose 
sound Imperialism there is no ques- 
over-empha- 
sizing of this and the side-stepping of 
inter-empire trade—which, after all, 
is the only sound basis upon which 
the empire can be built up and main- 
tained, 

Even if there are no formal results, 
the presence of the representatives 
of the agricultural and manufactur: 
ing interests will be necessary and 
invaluable experience for them and 
will have a real moral influence on 
this and future conferences. As we 
pointed out some months ago, the 
presence of a couple of men of this 
type will be worth a whole army of 
theorists, professors of impractical 
economics, idealists, and others of 
this type who have dominated pre- 
vious conferences, men who talked 
much but never produced anything 
practical. On the other hand experi- 
ence shows that a few practical com- 
mon sense Dunning-Malcolms sitting 
round a table can quickly arrive at 
some working basis for improving and 
extending British Empire trade.
